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Final  Report 

City  of  Boston  Employees'  Campaign 


Raymond  L.  Flynn,  Mayor

During  the  1992  City  of  Boston  Employees'  Campaign  (COBEC) , 
city  employees  contributed  more  than  $297,000  to  a  variety 
of  health  and  human  service  agencies  that  serve  Boston 
residents.  Given  the  state  of  the  economy,  the  constraints 
on  the  City  budget  which  directly  effect  employees,  and  the 
recent  history  of  COBEC,  this  was  a  remarkably  successful 
campaign.  When  asked  to  take  that  extra  step  to  help  out 
those  in  need,  many  city  employees  put  their  own  needs  aside 
and  generously  contributed  to  help  those  less  fortunate. 

For  the  first  time  in  four  years,  there  was  an  increase  in 
employee  contributions  to  the  COBEC  Campaign.  In  each  of  the 
three  previous  years  —  1989,  1990  and  1991  —  employee 
contributions  to  COBEC  had  dropped  substantially  from  the 
prior  year.  In  1989,  there  was  a  2%  drop;  in  1990,  there  was 
a  6%  drop;  and  in  1991,  COBEC  contributions  dropped  off  by 
10%.  What  makes  the  1992  increase  even  more  remarkable  is 
that  total  contributions  went  up  by  more  than  1%  at  a  time 
when  the  total  number  or  City  employees  had  been  reduced  by 
more  than  1,200  (5%). 

At  the  same  time,  private  sector  donations  to  federations 
such  as  the  United  Way  also  have  decreased.  In  1992,  for  the 
third  year  in  a  row,  the  United  Way  of  Massachusetts  Bay 
fell  short  of  its  campaign  goals.  The  six  percent  decline  in 
contributions  to  the  United  Way  in  1992,  at  a  time  when 
contributions  to  COBEC  actually  went  up  slightly,  is  another 
good  measure  of  the  extraordinary  effort  made  by  City 
employees  this  year. 

This  is  a  tough  time  to  raise  money,  even  for  the  neediest 
of  people.  City  employees  feel  they  have  been  "doing  more 
with  less"  for  several  years  now,  and  they  don't  yet  see 
light  at  the  end  of  the  tunnel.  While  they  certainly  feel 
more  fortunate  than  those  who  are  out  of  work,  many  City 
employees  are  also  experiencing  this  recession  first  hand 
and  are  either  reducing  their  charitable  giving  or  stating 
quite  clearly  that  their  contribution  is  needed  at  home  this 
year.  Despite  increased  efforts  to  reach  every  City  employee 
this  year,  overall  participation  continues  to  hover  around 
20%. 
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Goals  of  Campaign 

Over  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Campaign  aimed  to  assure 

that: 

1)  there  were  COBEC  agencies  that  each  city  employee  felt 
some  affinity  with. 

2)  each  city  employee  was  aware  of  COBEC  and  personally 
asked  to  participate  in  COBEC. 

3)  each  city  employee  had  all  the  information  needed  to 
encourage  participation  in  COBEC. 

4)  there  was  a  reversal  of  the  three-year  trend  of  reduced 
dollars  raised  by  COBEC. 

5)  every  contributor  to  COBEC  was  thanked. 


As  of  this  writing  (January  1993) ,  we  are  well  on  our  way  to 
attaining  each  of  those  goals.  During  the  early  part  of  of 
1993,  we  hope  to  be  distributing  a  thank  you  letter  to  all 
contributors  and  holding  a  recognition  event  for  the 
volunteers  who  made  the  Campaign  a  success. 


Highlights  of  Campaign 

Many  aspects  of  the  1992  COBEC  Campaign  were  very 
successful . 

*  We  recruited  more  than  40  new  agencies  to  participate  in 
COBEC.  This  led  to  an  increased  number  of  neighborhood 
health  centers  that  participated,  and,  for  the  first  time, 
brought  a  number  of  neighborhood  community  development 
corporations  into  the  Campaign.  In  addition,  specific 
efforts  were  made  to  recruit  agencies  that  might  attract 
contributors  from  the  larger  departments  like  Police  and 
Fire,  which  have  historically  not  been  particularly  active 
in  COBEC.  Many  city  employees  responded  very  positively  to 
the  added  choice  this  provided. 

*  We  made  the  1992  COBEC  Brochure  easier  to  read.  Responding 
to  suggestions  from  the  Campaign  Committee  and  many 
employees,  we  added  to  the  brochure  an  alphabetical  listing 
of  all  agencies.

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*  For  the  first  time,  we  published  a  listing  of  COBEC 
agencies  by  neighborhood.  We  used  this  to  make  city 
employees  aware  of  the  wide  variety  of  agencies 
participating  in  COBEC,  and  to  encourage  employees  to  help 
agencies  providing  critical  services  right  in  their  own 
neighborhoods.  The  task  of  breaking  down  the  agencies  by 
neighborhood  also  showed  us  where  we  have  gaps  and  where 
recruitment  efforts  must  be  focused  in  the  1993  Campaign. 

*  We  established  an  organization  of  volunteers  to  implement 
the  Campaign.  Fifteen  Senior  Campaign  Coordinators  were 
recruited  from  City  Departments  to  coordinate  the  work  of 
more  than  250  Campaign  Key  Persons  throughout  City 
government.  Twelve  of  the  Senior  Campaign  Coordinators 
received  a  week  of  valuable  training  at  the  Harvard  Business 
School  last  August.  Special  thanks  are  in  order  to  those 
department  heads  who  loaned  some  of  their  best  employees  to 
the  Campaign,  and  congratulations  to  those  same  department 
heads  because  they  got  a  great  return  on  their  investment. 
Not  only  did  they  help  make  COBEC  a  success,  which 
translates  into  critically  important  support  for  needy 
people,  but  they  also  got  back  re-energized  employees  who 
received  valuable  management  training  at  no  cost  and  who 
have  already  had  an  opportunity  to  put  that  training  into 
practice  and  successfully  complete  this  project. 

*  We  expanded  our  efforts  to  make  city  employees  aware  of 
the  COBEC  Campaign.  For  two  weeks  prior  to  the  Campaign  and 
during  the  Campaign,  we  had  a  COBEC  message  printed  on  the 
pay  stubs  of  all  employees.  We  also  used  the  City  Record  to 
promote  the  Campaign  and  publicize  the  agencies  that  would 
be  participating  in  the  Campaign  for  the  first  time. 

*  For  the  first  time,  we  implemented  a  Leadership  Group 
Campaign,  which  took  place  prior  to  the  regular  Employee 
Campaign.  Our  goal,  which  we  met,  was  to  demonstrate  to  all 
City  employees  that  City  Department  Heads  would  take  a 
leadership  role  and  show  they  were  100%  behind  COBEC.  The 
Leadership  Group  Campaign  was  a  great  success.  It  had  the 
complete  support  of  all  department  heads  and  it  raised  more 
than  $17,000.  With  this  effort,  we  had  reached  6%  of  our 
total  goal  before  the  COBEC  Campaign  even  started. 
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*  Outstanding  efforts  were  turned  in  by  several  departments. 
EDIC  led  the  way  among  the  larger  departments  with 
participation  that  exceeded  90%.  Both  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  made 
dramatic  improvements  despite  major  reductions  in  their 
respective  workforces.  Substantial  improvements  were  also 
made  by  the  City  Council,  Community  Centers,  the  Licensing 
Board,  the  House  of  Correction,  Personnel,  the  Police 
Department,  Public  Facilities,  the  Transportation  Department 
and  Intergovernmental  Relations.  Finally,  there  are  the 
departments  that  always  do  well,  including  Auditing,  the 
City  Clerk,  Health  Benefits,  Purchasing,  Rent  Equity, 
Veterans'  Services,  Worker's  Compensation,  Labor  Relations, 
Business  and  Cultural  Development,  and  Minority /Women' s 
Business  Enterprise. 


Summary  of  Campaign 

When  asked  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  those  less 
fortunate  than  themselves,  more  than  4,000  City  of  Boston 
employees  answered  the  call.  Through  the  efforts  of  more 
than  250  volunteers,  COBEC  raised  almost  $300,000  to 
distribute  to  organizations  and  agencies  providing  critical 
services  to  those  in  need  locally  and  abroad. 

COBEC  was  successful  in  1992  despite  the  fact  that  the  city 
workforce  was  reduced  by  more  than  1,200  over  the  past  year 
and  despite  the  fact  that  employees  have  not  received 
salary/wage  increases  in  several  years.  This  was  the  issue 
foremost  in  the  mind  of  all  city  employees,  and  this  was  the 
reason  given  by  the  vast  majority  of  employees  who  either 
chose  not  to  participate  in  COBEC  or  who  chose  to  reduce 
their  contribution. 

Couple  that  with  a  United  Way  of  America  scandal  that  has 
hurt  fundraising  efforts  here  and  across  the  country,  and  it 
becomes  clear  that  this  was  a  very  tough  year  to  ask 
employees  to  contribute,  through  COBEC,  to  those  in  need. 
Through  the  efforts  of  many,  many  city  employees  who  helped 
run  this  Campaign,  however,  we  were  able  to  reach  more 
employees  and  increase  the  annual  contribution  for  the  first 
time  in  four  years.  It  is  also  through  the  volunteer  efforts 
of  these  very  same  city  employees  that  COBEC  is  able  to  keep 
its  overhead  costs  to  a  minimum  and  maximize  the  direct 
contribution  to  people  in  need.

Grades  10  through  12  did  less  well  (6-12 
percentile  points  below  the  national  average  on  the  MAT). 
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•  High  school  students  at  the  9th  and  12th  grades 
performed  above  the  national  average  in  math  on  the 
MAT.  Grades  10  and  11  remained  3-5  percentile  points 
below  the  national  average. 

•  Overall,  across  the  three  grade  levels  there  was 
improvement  in  9  out  of  12  assessments  between  1988  and 
1992  on  the  Massachusetts  Educational  Assessment 
Program  test  (MEAD) .

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BOSTON — While  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  has  increased  its  budget  by  $1.5  bil¬ 
lion,  the  City  of  Boston  finds  itself  in  dire  finan¬ 
cial  straits  —  facing  a  $40  million  budget  gap 
and  more  cuts  in  city  services  and  public  safety. 

Local  aid  from  the  state  —  once  a  fair  and 
equitable  payment  for  Boston’s  role  as  the  state ’s 
economic  engine  —  has  been  cut  by  $80  million 
the  last  three  years.  That  has  left  Boston  unable 
to  put  on  any  new  police  and  fire  classes  in  22 
months.  The  City’s  workforce  is  down  by  1,700 
since  1989,  and  City  workers  have  not  received 
a  pay  raise  in  three  years. 

The  City’s  administrative  agencies  have  been 
slashed  by  an  average  30  percent,  and  Boston  has 
been  forced  to  close  one  hospital  and  cut  hun¬ 
dreds  of  jobs  at  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals.  The  City’s  Parks  Department  has  seen 
a  35  percent  cut,  Inspectional  Services  a  17 
percent  cut  and  the  Public  Works  Department  a 
23  percent  cut. 

Boston’s  future  is  at  stake. 

The  Commonwealth  must  recognize  its  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  act  prop¬ 
erly  and  fairly  to  fund  City  services.  Boston  has 
balanced  its  budget  eight  years  in  a  row,  making 
hard  choices  because  of  the  State’s  indifference 
to  our  plight. 

It’s  time  for  a  change. 

It’s  time  for  Boston  to  get  its  fair  share  from 
the  State.

The  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  requires  that  state  and  local 
governments  complete  a  "Self  Evaluation"  by  January  26,  1993. 

SELF-EVALUATION  (28  CFR  PART  35.105  [a])  A  public  entity  shall, 
within  one  year  of  the  effective  date  of  this  part,  evaluate  its 
current  services,  policies,  and  practices,  and  the  effects 
thereof,  that  do  not  or  may  not  meet  the  requirements  of  this  part 
and  to  the  extent  modifications  of  any  such  services,  policies, 
and  practices  is  required,  the  public  entity  shall  proceed  to  make 
the  necessary  modifications. 

Attached  is  a  draft  of  the  current  services,  polices  and  practices  of 
the  City  of  Boston  that  I  have  identified  that  may  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  act. 

You  should  know  that  while  the  Self  Evaluation  is  like  putting  our 
dirty  laundry  out,  the  City  of  Boston  most  likely  exceeds  every  major 
city  in  the  United  States,  in  it's  compliance  efforts  and  is  currently 
viewed  as  one  of  the  few  leaders  in  implementing  the  law. 

The  final  document  will  highlight  what  the  city  has  done  to  champion 
compliance  over  the  past  nine  years  and  will  credit  hundreds  of  city 
employees  who  have  contributed  to  our  success. 

The  Self  Evaluation  requires  that  we  examine  not  only  areas  that  do  not 
meet  the  the  regulations  but  also  those  areas  that  may  not  meet  the 
regulations.  Thus,  there  is  room  for  differing  opinions  on  whether  we 
are  or  are  not  in  compliance  on  any  item.  Department  heads  should  be 
encouraged  to  disagree  with  my  conclusions.  Most  of  these  problems, 
however,  are  actively  being  worked  on  with  departments  and  several  are 
*  close  to  resolution. 
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In  identifying  these  problems  I  have  purposely  avoided  the  kind  of 
detail  that  would  have  resulted  in  not  completing  the  document  on  time 
or  drawing  conclusions  that  stifle  debate.  The  regulation  require  that 
after  we  evaluate  our  current  services,  policies,  and  practices  we 
proceed  to  make  the  necessary  modifications  to  the  extent  that 
modifications  are  required. 

Cost  is  a  factor  in  several  departments  in  terms  of  their  ability  to 
achieve  compliance.  The  curb  cut  cost  for  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  has  already  been  anticipated  in  the  capital  planning  process. 

The  Office  of  Cable  Communications  faces  a  high  level  of  unanticipated 
cost.  The  Transportation  Department  would  incur  substantial  cost  in 
implementing  policy  changes.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  number  of 
items  attributed  to  the  Transportation  Department  reflect  the  fact  that 
transportation  is  a  major  concern  in  the  disability  community.  The 
Transportation  Department  has  been  an  example  of  excellence  and 
cooperation  in  addressing  issues  concerning  people  with  disabilities 
and  in  many  areas  have  been  a  champion  of  disabilities  rights. 

I  apologize  for  the  timing  in  getting  this  information  to  you.  1992 
has  been  a  difficult  year  for  me  with  many  ADA  requirements,  increase 
calls  for  assistance  from  city  departments  and  constituents  and 
decrease  staff.  With  all  of  that  we  still  lead  the  nation  in  ADA 
compliance . 

I  believe  that  it  is  important  that  I  get  this  into  the  hands  of 
effected  department  heads  and  request  you  guidance.

PUBLIC  MEETING  IN  ACCESSIBLE  LOCATIONS 

PRACTICE  ALL  DEPARTMENTS 

Not  all  public  meetings  are  held  in  accessible  locations.  While  this 
practice  is  the  exception,  more  needs  be  done  to  insure  100%  compliance. 

NOTICES  OF  NONDISCRIMINATION 

PRACTICE  ALL  DEPARTMENTS 

While  the  city  has  provided  notice  under  both  Section  504  &  ADA,  a  more 
consistent  approach  is  needed. 

CITY  ASSISTANCE  TO  GROUPS 

PRACTICE  BUSINESS  &  CULTURAL  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Department  of  Business  &  Cultural  Development  provides  significant 
assistance  to  a  variety  of  organizations  who's  events  may  or  may  not  be 
in  compliance  with  this  law.  ADA  requires  that  the  city  not  "...aid  or 
perpetuate  discrimination..."  by  providing  such  assistance  to  groups 
that  do  discriminate. 

POLICE  &  PRIVATE  VEHICLES  PARKED  ON  CURB  CUTS 

PRACTICE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Parking  at  some  police  station  is  limited.  This  is  especially  true  at 
Area  D  (Warren  Ave. )  where  the  loss  of  the  use  of  a  BRA  parking  lot  has 
decreased  the  number  of  spaces  available.  The  result  has  been  that 
police  vehicles,  and  private  vehicles  believed  to  be  owned  by  police 
personnel,  routinely  park  on  and  in  front  of  curb  cuts  blocking  access, 
and  they  are  not  towed  or  ticketed 

SCHOOLS  ZONES  &  DISABLED  PARENTS 

POLICY  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 

Court  ordered  "Zone  Policy"  can  result  in  limiting  the  choice  of 
schools  in  which  parents  with  disabilities  can  send  their  non-disabled 
children . 

RESIDENT  PARKING 

POLICY  TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  City's  Policy  of  allowing  resident  permit  parking  only  to  residents 
who  own  vehicles  that  are  bearing  a  valid  Massachusetts  registration, 
principally  garaged  in  the  area  requested  may  have  an  adverse  effect  on 
residents  with  disabilities  in  the  absence  of  means  to  attain  a 
reasonable  modification  of  this  policy. 
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FEDERAL  VEHICLES  PARKED  ON  SIDEWALK  (COURT  ST) 

PRACTICE  TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

Vehicles  owned  by  the  United  States  Government  routinely  park  on  the 
sidewalk  on  Court  Square.  In  doing  so  they  block  the  accessible  route 
to  the  Boston  School  Administration  Building  at  26  Court  Street. 
Although  parking  tickets  are  given  to  these  vehicles  further  action  has 
not  been  taken  and  the  practices  continues. 

ACCOMMODATION/STANDING  &  PARKING  IS  PROHIBITED 

POLICY  TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

The  City's  Traffic  Rules  (Section  2A  Standing  &  Parking  Prohibited  in 
Certain  Places)  allow  passenger  vehicles  to  stop  temporarily  during 
the  actual  receiving  or  discharging  of  passengers.  Some  people  with 
disabilities  need  both  assistance  and  additional  time  to  accomplish 
this  task  and  this  should  be  taken  into  consideration  both  at  the  time 
of  enforcement  &  in  hearings. 

SPECIAL  PERMIT  PARKING  AT  MGH  (BLOSSOM  ST) 

PRACTICE  TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 


The  Transportation  Department  has  an  agreement  with  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital  (MGH) in  which  their  staff  enforce  the  parking 
regulations  on  some  City  owned  streets.  It  also  has  an  agreement  which 
allows  the  hospital  to  restrict  parking  on  one  city  owned  street  to 
some  patients  who  are  going  for  cancer  treatments.  There  may  be  a 
charge  associated  with  this  service  and  they  may  be  treating  this  class 
of  persons  with  disabilities  differently  than  other  persons  with 
disabilities  who  may  need  the  same  level  of  accommodations. 

TIME  RESTRICTIONS  ON  HANDICAPPED  PARKING 


PRACTICE 


TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 


Some  of  the  time  restrictions  placed  on  the  City's  "Handicapped 
Parking"  signs  may  have  the  effect  of  treating  persons  with 
disabilities  differently  and  adversely  in  comparison  to  persons  without 
disabilities.  This  is  particularly  true  of  signs  that  discontinue 
Handicapped  Parking"  after  6  P.M. 

LOCATION  OF  H/P  PLACAIDS 

PRACTICE  TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

State  law  requires  that  "H/P"  placaids  be  displayed  in  the  left  portion 
of  the  windshield.  Boston  requires  that  they  be  displayed  in  the  rear 
window,  causing  undue  hardship  on  some  people  with  disabilities. 
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HOUSING  PROGRAMS  &  SUBCONTRACTS  CDBG  (HUD) 

SERVICE  PUBLIC  FACILITIES  DEPARTMENT 

EDIC 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  receives  and  disperses  federal  funds 
both  directly  and  through  other  city  departments.  The  ADA  requires 
that  the  city  not  discriminate  directly  or  through  contractual 
licensing,  or  other  arrangements,  on  the  basis  of  a  disability.  The 
history  of  assuring  compliance  with  Section  504  suggest  that  at  best  we 
have  had  an  inconsistent  approach  in  this  area  and  that  some  of  these 
subcontractors,  and  PFD's  programs  are  not  in  compliance  with  ADA. 


USE  OF  CITY  PROPERTY 

PRACTICE  REAL  PROPERTY 

PARKS  DEPARTMENT 

The  City  of  Boston  enters  into  a  number  of  agreements  with 
organizations  in  which  we  allow  the  use  of  city  property  on  a  temporary 
basis  (City  Hall  Plaza,  Boston  Common,  etc).  This  often  includes  the 
erection  of  temporary  structures  which  may  not  be  in  compliance  with 
the  new  ADA  Access  Guidelines.  The  location  of  some  of  these 
structures  sometimes  limit  existing  access.  ADA  requires  that  both  the 
organizations  and  the  city  be  in  compliance.  Greater  monitoring,  and 
compliance  guidelines  are  needed. 

CURB  CUT  ON  REQUEST  POLICY/PRACTICES 

PRACTICE  PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

The  Transition  Plan  for  the  Public  Works  Department  addresses  short  and 
long  term  goals  for  the  installation  of  curb  cuts  as  well  as  an 
.  individual  curb  cut  request  program.  The  Individual  Request  Program  is 
required  by  ADA.  While  there  has  been  some  verbal  agreement  among  PWD 
staff  to  give  top  priorty  to  these  request,  no  formal  program  that 
meets  ADA  requirements  exist.  The  current  request  list  contains 
request  that  are  over  18  months  old. 

DISCIPLINARY  ACTION/LEGITIMATE  USE  OF  SICK  LEAVE 

PRACTICE  BOSTON  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

LABOR  RELATIONS 

The  Boston  Public  Library  continues  to  defend  it's  practice  to 
discipline  employees  for  legitimate  use  of  sick  leave.  This  practice 
has  been  upheld  by  the  City's  Office  of  Labor  Relations  Both  action 
appear  to  be  in  violation  of  the  ADA  and  the  City's  Policy  on  Managing 
At tendence 
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NEWSPAPER  BOXES  IN  PATH  OF  TRAVEL. (SIDEWALKS) 

SERVICE  TRANSPORTATION  DEPARTMENT 

PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

Newspaper  vending  machines  have  been  placed  on  sidewalks  throughout  the 
city  of  Boston.  In  some  cases  these  machines  have  blocked  access  to 
people  who  use  wheelchairs  as  their  primary  means  of  mobility.  The 
City  needs  to  take  steps  to  remove  those  machines  whicn  block  access. 

CAPTIONED  OR  SIGNED  T.V.  SHOWS 

SERVICE  CABLE  COMMUNICATIONS 

The  City  of  Boston's  Office  of  Cable  Communication  produces  it's  owns 
programs  which  they  air  on  Channel  22,  a  City  run  network.  Some  but 
not  all  of  their  programs  are  signed  by  a  sign  language  interpreter. 
Title  II  Section  35.  160  of  the  ADA  regulations  require  in  part  that  we 
take  appropriate  steps  to  ensure  that  communications  with  members  of 
the  public  with  disabilities  are  as  effective  as  communications  with 
others.  In  the  Section  by  Section  Analysis  under  35.160  it  states 
that:  "Television  and  videotape  programming  produced  by  public  entities 
are  covered  by  this  section.  Access  to  the  audio  portions  of  such 
programming  may  be  provided  by  closed  captioning". 

ELECTION  ACCESS 

SERVICE  ELECTION  COMMISSION 

While  we  have  received  no  complaints  concerning  access  to  polling 
places  it  is  important  for  the  city  to  maintain  a  constant  monitoring 
of  this  area  because  of  the  potential  change  in  the  use  of  locations 
The  large  turnout  in  the  November  1992  election  resulted  in  some 
changes  at  polling  locations  which  did  adversely  effect  access.  People 
were  asked  to  use  different  doors,  form  new  lines  resulting  in  some 
accessible  entrance  to  be  both  unattended  and  locked.  Some  portable 
ramps  do  not  meet  code  and  were  not  safe  for  use. 

CONTRACT  -  SUBCONTRACTS  &  ADA  COORDINATION 

SERVICE  HEALTH  &  HOSPITALS  DEPARTMENT 

The  ADA  requires  that  the  city  not  discriminate  directly  or  through 
contractual,  licensing,  or  other  arrangements,  on  the  basis  of 
disability.  There  are  a  number  of  concerns  which  arise  within  the 
Health  &  Hospitals  Department.  The  most  prominent  of  which  are  the 
subcontract  under  the  Office  of  Treatment  Improvement  (OTI)  for  drug 
and  alcohol  treatment.  The  Boston  Center  for  Independent  Living  has 
raised  concerns  of  access  and  504  compliance  with  both  the  Mass. 
Department  of  Public  Health  &  Office  of  Treatment  Improvement. 

The  second  area  is  the  overseeing  of  semi-idependent  departments  at 
Health  &  Hospitals  for  compliance.  The  Affirmative  Action  Office  has 
the  responsibility  of  coordinating  the  ADA  for  Boston  City  Hospital. 
Although  Health  &  Hospitals  would  bear  responsibility  for  compliance  in 
the  areas  of  Community  Health  Centers  &  Long  Term  Care,  there  appears 
to  be  no  ADA  Coordinator  for  these  areas.

LINE  EQUIPMENT  —  AND  WE  DID  —  RESULTING  IN  THE  FEWEST  NUMBER  OF 
MULTIPLE  ALARM  FIRES  IN  A  DECADE. 

IN  1987,  I  PLEDGED  TO  PRODUCE  4,000  NEW  HOUSING  UNITS  AND  WE 
EXCEEDED  THAT  GOAL  —  PRODUCING  MORE  THAN  ANY  OTHER  CITY  OUR  SIZE  IN 
THE  COUNTRY. 

LAST  YEAR,  I  PLEDGED  TO  PROVIDE  MORE  SUMMER  JOBS  FOR  YOUNG  PEOPLE 
THAN  EVER  BEFORE  —  AND  IN  SPITE  OF  THE  RECESSION  —  WE  PUT  A  RECORD 
11,700  TEENS  TO  WORK. 

THIS  YEAR,  I  AM  PLEDGING  TO  CREATE  8,000  NEW  PRIVATELY  FUNDED 
CONSTRUCTION  JOBS,  AND  WE  WILL  FIGHT  TO  ENSURE  THAT  BOSTON  RESIDENTS 
GET  THEIR  FAIR  SHARE. 

WE  WILL  USE  THE  RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  WALSH  COMMISSION  TO  CUT  RED 
TAPE  AND  SPEED  UP  DEVELOPMENT.  IN  ADDITION,  I  AM  DESIGNATING  THE 
CHARLESTOWN  NAVY  YARD,  THE  NEWMARKET  CROSSTOWN  INDUSTRIAL  AREA,  THE 
MIDTOWN  DISTRICT,  RUGGLES,  LONGWOOD,  MARINE  INDUSTRIAL  PARK  AND 
SOUTH  BAY  AS  "PRIORITY  GROWTH  AREAS"  —  WE  WILL  FAST  TRACK 
COMMERCIAL  AND  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  IN  THESE  AREAS. 

AND  I  WILL  WORK  WITH  STATE  LEADERS  TO  MAKE  ALLSTON  LANDING  AND 
BOSTON  STATE  HOSPITAL  PRIORITY  GROWTH  AREAS  AS  WELL. 

NOW,  OUR  5  YEAR  CAPITAL  PLAN  IS  COMMITTING  426  MILLION  DOLLARS 
TOWARD  INFRASTRUCTURE  IMPROVEMENTS  THAT  WILL  ATTRACT  BUSINESS  AND 
CREATE  JOBS  ALL  ACROSS  THE  CITY. 

AND  WE  ALL  KNOW  THAT  DIGITAL  AND  STRIDE  RITE  RECENTLY  ANNOUNCED 
CLOSING  THEIR  BOSTON  PLANTS.  BUT  BECAUSE  WE  WORKED  TO  PASS  STRONG 
PLANT  CLOSING  LEGISLATION,  WE  HAVE  TIME  TO  FIGHT  TO  SAVE  THESE 
JOBS.  I  HAVE  ASKED  MY  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  CABINET  TO  MAKE  THIS  A 
TOP  PRIORITY.  I  HAVE  ALSO  WRITTEN  TO  SECRETARY-DESIGNATE  BROWN  AND 
SECRETARY-DESIGNATE  BENTSEN  ASKING  THAT  THEY  REVIEW  TAX  POLICIES 
THAT  ALLOW  THIS  KIND  OF  ECONOMIC  PIRACY. 
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IN  1993  ,  I  ENVISION  THE  END  OF  THE  COMBAT  ZONE  IN  BOSTON  AS  WE  NOW 
KNOW  IT.  WITH  THE  ELIMINATION  OF  THIS  BLIGHT  ON  BOSTON  AND  THE 
CHINATOWN  NEIGHBORHOOD ,  WE  WILL  CONTINUE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  NEW  GROWTH, 
NEW  BUSINESS,  AND  NEW  JOBS  FOR  THE  PEOPLE  OF  CHINATOWN  AND  ALL  THE 
NEIGHBORHOODS  OF  BOSTON. 

WHILE  WE  WORK  TO  CREATE  BLUE  COLLAR  JOBS  IN  THE  CONSTRUCTION 
INDUSTRY,  WE  MUST  ALSO  BEGIN  DEVELOPING  GREEN  COLLAR  JOBS  IN  THE 
EMERGING  ENVIRONMENTAL  INDUSTRY.  WORKING  WITH  YOUTHBUILD  BOSTON  AND 
CONSERVATION  SERVICES  GROUP  WE  ARE  TRAINING  YOUNG  ADULTS  TO  INSTALL 
ENERGY  SAVING  TECHNOLOGY  IN  HOMES  AND  BUSINESSES. 

THIS  YEAR  WITH  STATE  COOPERATION  BOSTON  WILL  FINALIZE  PLANS  TO  SITE 
AND  BUILD  A  5  MILLION  DOLLAR  RECYCLING  FACILITY.  AND  THIS  YEAR  WE 
WILL  KICK  OFF  A  3  1/2  MILLION  DOLLAR  FEDERALLY  FUNDED  PROGRAM  TO 
DE-LEAD  HOMES  TO  PROTECT  CHILDREN  FROM  LEAD  PAINT  POISONING. 

TO  STRENGTHEN  OUR  EFFORTS  TO  PROTECT  THE  ENVIRONMENT,  I  AM  CREATING 
THE  BOSTON  ENVIRONMENTAL  STRIKE  TEAM  TO  CRACK  DOWN  ON  ILLEGAL 
DUMPING  AND  SHADY  OPERATIONS  THAT  THREATEN  THE  HEALTH  OF 
NEIGHBORHOOD  RESIDENTS. 

NO  CITY  CAN  TACKLE  ENVIRONMENTAL  PROBLEMS  ALONE.  JUST  LOOK  AT  WHAT 
RESIDENTS  ARE  PAYING  FOR  THE  BOSTON  HARBOR  CLEAN  UP.  IN  1993,  THE 
AVERAGE  HOUSEHOLD  WILL  PAY  A  WATER  AND  SEWER  BILL  OF  ALMOST  $500. 
THIS  BILL  COULD  RISE  TO  ABOUT  $1200  BY  THE  YEAR  2000.  WHEN  WILL  IT 
STOP?  THE  CLINTON  ADMINISTRATION,  STATE  GOVERNMENT,  OUR 
CONGRESSIONAL  DELEGATION,  AND  THE  MWRA  MUST  MAKE  RATE  RELIEF  A  TOP 
PRIORITY. 

NOW,  OUR  ABILITY  TO  PROTECT  THE  ENVIRONMENT,  CREATE  JOBS,  AND 
DELIVER  SERVICES  —  THE  THINGS  THAT  MAKE  STRONG,  STABLE 
NEIGHBORHOODS  —  DEPENDS  ON  OUR  ABILITY  TO  KEEP  OUR  FINANCIAL  HOUSE 
IN  ORDER. 

10  YEARS  AGO,  THE  CITY  FACED  BANKRUPTCY.  SINCE  THEN,  WE'VE  BALANCED 
8  BUDGETS  IN  A  ROW,  AND  PROVIDED  BETTER  QUALITY  SERVICES  WITH  1,739 
FEWER  EMPLOYEES  OVER  THE  PAST  FOUR  YEARS. 

BUT  NOW,  THIS  PROGRESS  IS  THREATENED  BY  THE  STATE'S  REFUSAL  TO  SHARE 
ITS  GROWING  REVENUES.  SOME  PEOPLE  ACCUSE  ME  OF  SOUNDING  LIKE  A 
BROKEN  RECORD  ON  LOCAL  AID  —  BUT  I  CALL  IT  A  CONSISTENT  THEME  OF 
TAX  FAIRNESS.  I'M  FIGHTING  TO  ENSURE  THAT  THE  TAX  DOLLARS  THAT  COME 
OUT  OF  YOUR  POCKET  AND  GO  TO  THE  STATE  COME  BACK  TO  YOU  IN  THE  FORM 
OF  ESSENTIAL  SERVICES. 

LET  ME  GIVE  YOU  AN  EXAMPLE  OF  WHAT  I  MEAN.  REMEMBER  SAIL  BOSTON. 
ABOUT  7  MILLION  PEOPLE  PARTICIPATED  IN  THIS  WONDERFUL  CELEBRATION. 
FOR  EVERY  DOLLAR  THE  STATE  INVESTED  TO  PROVIDE  SERVICES  FOR  THIS 
EVENT,  IT  RECEIVED  $10  IN  RETURN.  BUT,  FOR  EVERY  DOLLAR  BOSTON 
INVESTED,  WE  GOT  BACK  JUST  ONE  CENT. 
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THIS  YEAR,  THE  STATE'S  BUDGET  WILL  GROW  BY  1  1/2  BILLION  DOLLARS  — 

A  10  PERCENT  INCREASE.  BUT  AFTER  YEARS  OF  DEEP  CUTS  IN  LOCAL  AID, 
NONE  OF  THOSE  NEW  DOLLARS  WILL  COME  BACK  TO  CITIES  AND  TOWNS  FOR 
POLICE  OFFICERS,  FIRE  FIGHTERS,  CLEAN  STREETS,  PARKS,  LIBRARIES, 
HEALTH  CARE,  OR  YOUTH  SERVICES. 

MOST  CITIES  AND  TOWNS  RELY  HEAVILY  ON  THE  PROPERTY  TAX  TO  PAY  FOR 
THESE  SERVICES.  BUT  THINK  ABOUT  THIS  —  51  PERCENT  OF  BOSTON'S 

LAND  IS  TAX  EXEMPT  --  SECOND  ONLY  TO  THE  NATION'S  CAPITAL.  IT'S 
OCCUPIED  BY  STATE  AND  FEDERAL  AGENCIES,  MASSPORT,  HOSPITALS, 
UNIVERSITIES,  AND  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS  THAT  PAY  NO  PROPERTY  TAXES. 

BUT  YOU  KNOW  WHAT ' S  REALLY  UNFAIR?  ONE  OF  THE  LARGEST  HOTELS  IN 
BOSTON  DOESN'T  PAY  ANY  PROPERTY  TAXES  BECAUSE  IT'S  LOCATED  ON 
MASSPORT  PROPERTY  AT  LOGAN  AIRPORT.  AND  A  NEW  40  MILLION  DOLLAR 
HOTEL  BEING  BUILT  THERE  WON'T  PAY  ANY  TAXES  EITHER.  SINCE  STATE  LAW 
EXEMPTS  THESE  INSTITUTIONS  FROM  BOSTON'S  PROPERTY  TAX,  THE  STATE 
MUST  EITHER  COMPENSATE  BOSTON  FOR  THE  SERVICES  WE  PROVIDE  THEM  OR 
REVOKE  THEIR  TAX  EXEMPT  STATUS. 

IF  IT'S  FAIR  FOR  A  FAMILY  IN  A  THREE  DECKER  IN  DORCHESTER,  OR  AN 
ELDERLY  WOMAN  IN  CHARLESTOWN  TO  PAY  THEIR  PROPERTY  TAXES,  THEN  WHY 
DON'T  THESE  BIG  INSTITUTIONS  PAY  THEIR  FAIR  SHARE  TOO? 

THE  FACT  IS,  THERE  ARE  ONLY  3  WAYS  TO  FINANCE  LOCAL  SERVICES: 

1.  STATE  AID  TO  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  —  WHICH  THE  STATE  REFUSES  TO 

RESTORE; 

2.  A  RETURN  TO  RELIANCE  ON  THE  PROPERTY  TAX  —  3UT  PROPOSITION  2 
1/2  CAPPED  IT,  AND  MORE  THAN  HALF  OF  OUR  LAND  IS  TAX  EXEMPT  ANYWAY; 

OR  3.  EXPANSION  OF  LOCAL  OPTION  TAXES. 

BOSTON  IS  JUST  1  OF  5  MAJOR  CITIES  THAT  DOESN'T  HAVE  EITHER  A 
PAYROLL  OR  A  SALES  TAX.  TONIGHT,  I  SAY  TO  GOVERNOR  WELD  AND  THE 
STATE  LEGISLATURE  —  IF  YOU  WON'T  SHARE  GROWING  STATE  REVENUES  WITH 
CITIES  AND  TOWNS  THEN  GIVE  US  OUR  FINANCIAL  INDEPENDENCE. 

ONE  WAY  THIS  CAN  BE  DONE  FOR  BOSTON  IS  TO  ADOPT  A  ONE  PERCENT  LOCAL 
OPTION  SALES  TAX.  OUR  SALES  TAX  IS  ONE  OF  THE  LEAST  REGRESSIVE  IN 
THE  NATION.  IT  WOULD  SPREAD  THE  BURDEN  FAIRLY  AMONG  BOSTON 
RESIDENTS  AND  VISITORS  ALIKE. 

NOW  BOSTON  IS  NOT  THE  ONLY  CITY  BEING  TREATED  UNFAIRLY.  UNTIL  THE 
STATE  RESTORES  ITS  PARTNERSHIP  WITH  ALL  CITIES  AND  TOWNS  THE 
SERVICES  THAT  PEOPLE  RELY  ON  —  WHETHER  IT'S  FIRE  PROTECTION  IN 
FITCHBURG;  POLICE  PROTECTION  IN  BROCKTON;  OR  PARKS  MAINTENANCE  IN 
SPRINGFIELD  —  THOSE  SERVICES  WILL  CONTINUE  TO  ERODE. 

1993  MUST  BE  THE  YEAR  THE  STATE  RESOLVES  THE  LOCAL  FINANCE  DILEMMA. 
351  CITIES  AND  TOWNS  HAVE  WAITED  FOR  YEARS  —  WE  CAN  WAIT  NO  LONGER. 
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THIS  PAST  YEAR  IN  BOSTON,  WE  WERE  FORCED  TO  DELAY  A  NEW  CLASS  OF 
POLICE  OFFICERS  —  JUST  WHEN  WE  ARE  REALLY  MAKING  PROGRESS  FIGHTING 
CRIME  IN  THIS  CITY.  SERIOUS  CRIME  IS  AT  ITS  LOWEST  LEVEL  IN  20 
YEARS  AND  BETWEEN  1990  AND  THE  END  OF  1992  HOMICIDES  DROPPED  50 
PERCENT. 

I  REALIZE  THAT  THESE  NUMBERS  DON'T  COMFORT  THE  VICTIMS  OF  CRIME  OR 
THOSE  WHO  LIVE  IN  FEAR.  THAT'S  WHY  OUR  NEIGHBORHOOD  POLICING 
PROGRAM  IS  SO  IMPORTANT.  IT  WILL  WORK  TO  OVERCOME  FEAR.  BUT  TO 
FULLY  IMPLEMENT  IT  WE  NEED  MORE  POLICE  OFFICERS.  I  AM  DETERMINED  TO 
PUT  ON  A  NEW  CLASS  OF  OFFICERS  THIS  YEAR. 

BUT  WHILE  OUR  POLICE  OFFICERS  ARE  DOING  A  GOOD  JOB  OF  COMBATTING 
STREET  CRIME  TOO  MANY  WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN  FACE  A  GREATER  THREAT  IN 
THEIR  OWN  HOMES.  BOSTON  TOOK  THE  LEAD  ON  THE  ISSUE  OF  DOMESTIC 
VIOLENCE  8  YEARS  AGO  —  LONG  BEFORE  IT  DOMINATED  THE  HEADLINES.  OUR 
POLICE  DEPARTMENT  ESTABLISHED  ONE  OF  THE  FIRST  DOMESTIC  VIOLENCE 
UNITS  IN  THE  COUNTRY.  AND  LAST  YEAR,  SPECIALLY  TRAINED  DOMESTIC 
VIOLENCE  OFFICERS  WERE  ASSIGNED  TO  EVERY  DISTRICT  IN  THE  CITY. 

THIS  YEAR,  WORKING  WITH  THE  CITY  COUNCIL,  WE  WILL  FILE  STATE 
LEGISLATION  TO  GIVE  POLICE  THE  AUTHORITY  TO  TAKE  GUNS  AWAY  FROM 
DOMESTIC  ABUSERS.  WOMEN  AND  CHILDREN  SHOULD  NOT  HAVE  TO  LIVE  IN 
FEAR  IN  THEIR  OWN  HOMES. 

AT  THE  FEDERAL  LEVEL  WE  MUST  PASS  THE  BRADY  BILL.  I  DON'T  CARE  WHAT 
THE  NRA  AND  THE  POWERFUL  GUN  LOBBIES  SAY  —  IT  IS  NOT  UNREASONABLE 
TO  EXPECT  A  PERSON  BUYING  A  GUN  TO  BE  MENTALLY  COMPETENT  AND  HAVE  A 
CLEAN  RECORD. 

BUT  LOOK,  GOVERNMENT  CAN  PASS  HUNDREDS  OF  NEW  LAWS  AND  THEY  WILL 
ONLY  HAVE  A  LIMITED  EFFECT  UNLESS  WE  ALL  GET  INVOLVED.  IT  BEGINS 
WITH  A  GROUP  OF  NEIGHBORS  FORMING  A  CRIME  WATCH  LIKE  THEY  ARE  DOING 
IN  MAVERICK  SQUARE  AND  MATTAPAN .  IT  BEGINS  WITH  COMMUNITY  CLEAN-UPS 
TO  REMOVE  TRASH  AND  GRAFFITI  AND  SHOW  PRIDE  IN  THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  LIKE 
THEY  ARE  DOING  IN  ROXBURY  AND  BRIGHTON.  IN  FACT,  IT'S  AS  SIMPLE  AS 
INTRODUCING  YOURSELF  TO  YOUR  NEXT  DOOR  NEIGHBOR  AND  WATCHING  OUT  FOR 
EACH  OTHER'S  CHILDREN  —  LIKE  THEY  ARE  DOING  IN  SOUTH  BOSTON  AND  THE 
NORTH  END. 

THERE  IS  AN  OLD  AFRICAN  SAYING,  "IT  TAKES  AN  ENTIRE  VILLAGE  TO  RAISE 
A  CHILD."  AND  IF  WE  HOPE  TO  RAISE  OUR  CHILDREN  IN  A  SAFE  AND 
HEALTHY  CITY  IT  WILL  ONLY  HAPPEN  ONE  PERSON  AT  A  TIME  —  AND  THE 
FIRST  PERSON  IS  YOU. 

IN  THIS  VILLAGE  WE  CALL  BOSTON,  THE  CITY  HOSPITAL  HAS  BEEN  PROVIDING 
QUALITY  HEALTH  CARE  TO  ALL  PEOPLE  REGARDLESS  OF  THEIR  ABILITY  TO 
PAY.  WE  ARE  BUILDING  THE  NEW  CITY  HOSPITAL  SO  THERE  WILL  ALWAYS  BE 
A  PLACE  FOR  POOR  AND  NEEDY  PEOPLE  TO  GET  QUALITY  HEALTH  CARE. 

UNFORTUNATELY,  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL  IS  NOW  THREATENED  BY  SWEEPING 
CHANGES  IN  THE  HEALTH  CARE  INDUSTRY,  INCLUDING  A  HARMFUL  SHIFT  IN 
THE  STATE'S  MEDICAID  REIMBURSEMENT  POLICY.  THE  STATE  FORGETS  THAT 
THIS  INSTITUTION  HAS  LITERALLY  BEEN  THE  LIFE-BLOOD  FOR  THOUSANDS  OF 
PEOPLE  WITH  NOWHERE  ELSE  TO  GO. 
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BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL  WILL  ALWAYS  BE  NEEDED. 


HISTORICALLY ,  WHAT  OTHER  HOSPITAL  HAS  BEEN  WILLING  TO  PROVIDE  MORE 
THAN  50  PERCENT  OF  ALL  THE  FREE  HEALTH  CARE  IN  THE  CITY?  WE  ALSO 
CREATED  THE  KIRK  SCHARFENBERG  HOME  FOR  CHILDREN  WITH  AIDS  --  THE 
FIRST  OF  ITS  KIND  IN  THE  COUNTRY. 

WE  WILL  CONTINUE  TO  FOCUS  SPECIAL  ATTENTION  ON  INFANT  MORTALITY  AND 
THE  HEALTH  CARE  NEEDS  OF  CHILDREN.  TONIGHT ,  I  AM  ANNOUNCING  A  NEW 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  INITIATIVE.  I  AM  DIRECTING  OUR  PUBLIC  HEALTH 
DEPARTMENT  TO  BEGIN  WORK  WITH  NEIGHBORHOOD  HEALTH  CENTERS,  THE 
HEALTHY  BOSTON  COALITIONS,  AND  PRIVATE  HOSPITALS,  TO  REACH  OUT, 
IDENTIFY,  AND  IMMUNIZE  ALL  OF  BOSTON'S  CHILDREN  BY  AGE  2  --  EVEN  IF 
IT  MEANS  GOING  DOOR  TO  DOOR. 

AND  THE  EPIDEMIC  OF  BREAST  CANCER  MUST  ALSO  BE  ADDRESSED  AS  A  MAJOR 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  ISSUE.  POOR  WOMEN  WITH  BREAST  CANCER  ARE  FAR  MORE 
LIKELY  TO  BE  DIAGNOSED  AT  A  LATER  STAGE.  WE  NEED  TO  ENSURE  THAT 
EACH  WOMAN  HAS  ACCESS  TO  QUALITY  SCREENING,  TREATMENT,  AND  CARE. 

WE  ALSO  FACE  ANOTHER  GROWING  HEALTH  CRISIS  —  THE  NEGLECT  OF  THE 
HOMELESS  MENTALLY  ILL.  THE  PEOPLE  OF  BOSTON  WILL  NEVER  STEP  BACK 
FROM  THEIR  COMMITMENT  GUARANTEEING  SHELTER  FOR  THE  HOMELESS,  BUT 
SHELTERS  ARE  NOT  THE  ANSWER.  THERE  ARE  2,000  PATIENTS  OF  THE 
STATE'S  DEPARTMENT  OF  MENTAL  HEALTH  LIVING  ON  THE  STREETS  AND  IN 
SHELTERS  IN  MASSACHUSETTS.  AND  THE  STATE  HAS  NO  PLAN  TO  HOUSE 
THEM.  THAT'S  A  DISGRACE. 

TONIGHT,  I  CALL  ON  GOVERNOR  WELD  TO  PRODUCE  A  STATEWIDE  PLAN  TO 
PROVIDE  HOUSING  AND  MEDICAL  SERVICES  FOR  THESE  NEEDY  AND  VULNERABLE 
PEOPLE. 

I  WANT  TO  END  TONIGHT  ON  THE  ISSUE  OF  EDUCATION. 

NOW,  WE  KNEW  THAT  CHANGING  THE  SCHOOL  SYSTEM  WOULD  NOT  BE  EASY.  BUT 
WE,  HAVE  MADE  SOME  PROGRESS  IN  THE  FIRST  YEAR  —  BY  INCREASING  THE 
BUDGET  FOR  TEXTBOOKS  AND  SCHOOL  SUPPLIES;  BY  GETTING  SCHOOL  SPORTS 
BACK  ON  TRACK;  AND  BY  MAKING  THE  STUDENT  ASSIGNMENT  PROCESS  MORE 
RESPONSIVE  TO  PARENTS.  BUT  I  AM  DISAPPOINTED  THAT  THERE  HAS  BEEN 
LESS  PROGRESS  IN  OTHER  AREAS  LIKE  VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL  EDUCATION. 

RECENTLY,  I  MET  WITH  THE  BOSTON  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE  AND  TOLD  THEM  TO 
PICK  UP  THE  PACE.  THEY  GAVE  ME  A  TIMETABLE,  AND  I'M  GOING  TO  HOLD 
THEM  TO  IT. 

BUT,  PEOPLE  LIKE  YOU  AND  ME  HAVE  TO  JOIN  TOGETHER  TO  REFORM  OUR 
PUBLIC  SCHOOLS.  NONE  OF  US  CAN  DO  IT  ALONE.  I  CAN'T  DO  IT  ALONE, 
NEITHER  CAN  SUPERINTENDENT  LOIS  HARRI SON- JONES ,  OR  THE  SCHOOL 
COMMITTEE.  WE'VE  ALL  GOT  TO  GET  INVOLVED.

Chapter  51;10A.  Statements  by  innholders,  etc, 

Section  10A.  Every  innholder  licensed  under  any  provision  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty  and  every  keeper  of  a  lodging  house  or  public  lodging 
house  licensed  thereunder,  every  multi-dwelling  unit  owner,  and  every 
administrator  of  a  nursing  home  as  defined  by  section  one  hundred  and  eight 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twelve  and  of  a  rest  home  as  defined  by  section 
seventy-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  eleven,  shall  deliver  to  the  person 
performing  the  duties  required  by  section  four,  on  a  suitable  blank  to  be 
furnished  him  by  said  person  a  statement,  signed  under  the  penalties  of 
perjury,  showing  the  name  and  date  of  birth  of  every  person  three  years  of 
age  or  older  on  January  first  of  said  year  whose  place  of  residence  on  said 
January  first  was  at  such  inn,  lodging  house,  public  lodging  house,  multi¬ 
dwelling  unit,  nursing  home  or  rest  home.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section, 

M lodging  house"  shall  include  fraternity  houses  and  dormitories  of  educational 
institutions.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  "multi-dwelling  unit"  shall 
mean  condominiums  of  any  size  and  any  residential  apartment  complex 
consisting  of  more  than  eight  rental  dwelling  units.  In  the  case  of  a  fraternity 
house  or  dormitory,  the  statement  required  to  be  delivered  by  this  section 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  person  in  charge  of  each  said  fraternity 
house  or  dormitory.  In  the  case  of  the  multi-dwelling  unit,  the  owner  or  his 
designated  representative  at  such  place,  or  in  the  case  of  condominiums  only, 
the  president  or  principal  officer  of  the  condominium  association,  shall 
provide  the  required  information.

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§  4.  Making  of  lists  by  registrars  or  boards 

Registrars,  assistant  registrars,  or  boards  having  similar  duties  under  any 
special  or  general  law,  or  one  or  more  of  them,  except  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
shall  annually  in  January  or  February  visit  or  communicate  with  the  residents 
of  every  building  in  their  respective  cities  and  towns,  and,  after  diligent 
inquiry,  shall  make  true  lists  containing,  as  nearly  as  they  can  ascertain,  the 
name,  date  of  birth,  occupation,  nationality  if  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  residence  on  January  first  in  the  preceding  year  and  in  the  current 
year,  of  every  person  three  years  of  age  or  older  residing  in  their  respective 
cities  and  towns.  A  list  of  all  persons  three  through  twenty-one  years  of  age 
shall  be  transmitted  by  the  board  of  registrars  to  their  respective  school 
committee  not  later  than  April  first  in  each  year.  Said  list  shall  contain  the 
name,  residence  and  age  or  date  of  birth  of  each  such  person  and  shall  be 
open  to  public  inspection  at  reasonable  times.  That  proportion  of  any 
expenses  incurred  by  the  registrars  under  this  section,  equal  to  the  proportion 
that  the  number  of  persons  under  seventeen  years  of  age  bears  to  the  total 
number  of  persons  listed  thereunder,  shall  be  carried  as  an  item  in  the  school 
committee  budget. 

In  the  city  of  Boston,  the  registrars,  assistant  registrars,  or  boards  having

Registrars, 
assistant  registrars  or  boards  in  such  cities  or  towns  communicating  with 
residents  by  mail  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  such  information  may  require 
a  response  under  the  penalties  of  periurv.

Present:  All  Commissioners 

Staff:  V.  Cawley,  John  Cushman,  George  Cushman,  M.  Boudreau,  John  Donovan,  Sr., 

J.  Donovan,  JR,  &  Jack  McElligott. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  officially  opened  this  meeting  at  11:00  A.M. 

John  Donovan,  Sr.  stated  that  he  is  investigating  the  possibility  of  getting 
a  staff  of  10  additional  people.  Needs  to  train  an  additional  4  people  on  the 
terminals  so  that  when  things  get  moving  -  10  terminals  will  be  used. 

Jack  McElligott  -  Stated  that  they  seem  to  be  doing  O.K.  on  multiples. 

Will  attempt  to  utilize  the  reverse  directory  to  make  phone  calls  working  out 
of  his  office  or  home. 

Rina  Cutler  -  Stated  that  she  met  with  Steve  Clark  regarding  unavailability 
of  occupation  and  date  of  birth  of  a  new  residents.  Steve  Clark  stated  he  was 
comfortable  as  to  accepting  UNKNOWN.  His  feeling  was  that  UNKNOWN  would  put  us 
more  in  compliance  with  the  law  and  would  be  more  easily  defendable  than  CLERK /LABORER. 

John  Cushman  asked  if  the  forms  being  returned  with  corrections  -  will  we  actually 
be  making  these  correction  ? 

Question  was  only  responded  by  John  Donovan,  Jr.  who  stated  that  all  he  could  say 
was  that  the  instructions  stated  to  make  these  corrections. 

Commissioner  Killilea  requested  in  the  form  of  a  motion  that  the  Board  of 
Election  Commissioners  request  a  meeting  with  the  Listing  Board  in  order  to 
reach  a  decision  as  to  instructing  our  enumerators  and  to  accept  as  a  policy 
that  after  a  diligent  effort  to  obtain  resident  occupation  and  date  of  birth  - 
if  this  information  was  not  available  to  enumerator  that  we  could  use  UNKNOWN 
for  occupation  and  date  of  birth. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  seconded  this  motion  and  motion  was  accepted. 

George  Cushman  has  requested  a  couple  of  people  in  the  early  part  of  the 
coming  week  to  sort  out  the  boxes  returned  by  the  Post  Office  into  various 
categories  (  vacant,  N.S.P,  moved  out  of  Town,  City  or  State  etc.).  John  Sr. 
said  this  would  not  be  a  problem. 

Board  decided  to  do  some  spot  checking  on  some  area  of  returned  mail  and  to  then 
request  meeting  with  Mr.  Lyons  (  representative  for  the  Post  Office)  in  this 
office.  The  Post  Office  has  agreed  to  accept  these  boxes  and  make  a  second  attempt 
for  delivery  at  no  additonal  cost  to  us. 

George  further  stated  that  this  past  week  he  and  members  of  the  Board  had  met 
with  the  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  for  Elections  regarding  redrawing  precinct 
lines.  As  the  law  stands  Boston  is  exempt.  We  are  looking  for  assurance  that 
if  we  re-draw  some  precinct  lines  that  we  will  not  be  forced  to  do  all. 

LERDC  Commission  oversees  this  redrawing,  which  consist  of  an  appointee  from 
each  of  the  following:  Governor,  Attorney  General  &  Secretary  of  State. 

Rina  Cutler  stated  that  we  will  await  for  some  decision  from  the  Attorney  General 
as  to  if  Boston  can  make  some  changes  without  loosing  it’s  exemption  ? 

Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that  her  and  Rina  have  been  working  on  obtaining 
different  resources  ,  financial  ,  legal  etc.  from  other  City  departments. 

Rina  Stated  that  we  have  received  reallocations  in  2  parts: 

1) .  $250,000  that  was  for  overspending  during  the  past  Presidential  Election,  so 

this  money  is  gone. 

2) .  $250,000  —  new  money  for  Listing  —  already  we  have  spend  $90,000  for  postage. 

Question  is  how  to  spend  what  has  been  allocated  effectivly?

$50,000  left  to  pay  for  other  listing  expenses,  MIS,  Printing  and  to 
reimburse  Election  Budget  where  we  have  used  monies  for  Listing  expenses. 


We  have  been  advised  by  Rina  Cutler  that  no  additional  funds  will  be  coming 


for  the  completion  of  the  Listing.  We  must,  therefore,  determine  as  to  the 
most  effective  way  to  spend  this  money  to  complete  the  listing  and  to  be  in 
compliance  with  the  law. 

George  Cushman  -  Stated  for  the  records  how  much  money  was  already  spend  on 
the  Listing  in  man  hours  out  of  Election  payrolls  as  of  now?  Focus  in  this 
office  has  been  totally  on  Listing  with  Election  Staff  for  better  than  a  month 
if  not  longer.  In  other  words  just  as  much  money  has  been  spend  on  Listing  as  in 
the  past.  Stated  that  to  clear  this  mismanagement  the  blame  should  fall  on 
Budget  not  this  department. 

Rina  Cutler  said  that  City  Departments  never  get  funded  for  all  their  needs 
due  to  lack  of  funds  available.  Reallocations  occur  yearly.  Next  year  we 
can  possibly  fall  in  to  the  same  situation.  She  stated  that  some  things  were 
learned  within  the  past  year: 

a)  .  City  will  do  a  Listing  because  it  is  the  law. 

b)  .  City  was  prepared  to  simply  do  a  mailing  and  thought  that 

they  would  be  in  compliance  with  the  law,  however,  now  realizes 
that  additional  work  has  to  take  place  in  order  to  come  up  with 
List  that  will  be  in  conformance  with  the  law. 

Stated  that  Monday  she  will  submit  a  request  for  a  Fax  Machine  and  a  new  PC. 

John  Donovan,  Jr.  strongly  suggest  that  PC  be  place  where  easily  accessible 
to  all  but  expects  that  he  will  utilize  it  the  most.  Will  need  furniture  & 
cubical.  Also  another  phone  line  will  be  needed  for  the  FAX. 

Monday  morning  at  10:00  A.M.  all  the  senior  managers  will  meet  in  the  Board  room 

to  discuss  possibilities  as  to  how  to  best  spend  monies  allocated  to  complete 
listing . 

Vinny  Cawley  reported  that  his  teams  probably  will  not  be  done  doing  the 
multiples  in  Wards  21  &  22  until  May  due  to  staff  being  out  injured  or  on 
vacation. 

John  Donovan,  Jr.  RE:  Petitions  from  John  Hancock  for  Voter  Registration. 

Stated  that  we  have  done  John  Hancock  for  years  and  this  is  probably  the 
best  organized  petitioners  that  we  deal  with.  Commissioner  Killilea  stated 
that  for  an  additional  \  hour  requested  that  we  should  allow  it. 

Commissioner  Arrigal  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  these  petitions. 

Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Killilea  and  accepted. 

Board  decided  not  to  hold  it’s  weekly  board  meeting  on  Fi iday,  March  19,  1993 
as  Commissioner  Fontanez  will  be  out  of  town. 

Commissioner  Killilea  motioned  to  adjourn,  seconded  and  accepted.

start  possibly  the  third  week  in  March  at  the  various  police  areas 
throughout  the  City. 

3) .  Approval  from  Commissioner  Roache  to  adopt  the  policy,  as  voted  by  the 

Board,  to  use  UNKNOWN  for  the  occupation  and/or  date  of  birth  when  an 
enumerator  has  unsuccessfully  made  a  diligent  effort  to  ascertain  this 
this  information. 

Commissioner  Sheppard  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting.  Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Killilea  and  accepted. 

John  Donovan,  Sr.  Stated  that  multiples  are  progressing  along  at  a  slow-pace . 

Stated  that  colleges  are  all  in  except  one,  also  most  nursing  homes  are  in. 

Stated  that  he  is  using  the  temporary  people  to  open  the  mail  in  preparation 
for  the  key  punchers.

Explained  that  guidelines  concerning  travel  expenses  as  instructed  on 
instruction  sheets  must  be  adhered  to.  Marie  Boudreau  has  drawn  up  a 
sample  and  will  give  to  all  managers  to  be  followed  in  order  to  collect 
travel  expenses  and  is  requesting  cooperation. 

Commissioner  Killilea  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the 
previous  meeting.

Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  to  Commissioner  Arrigal  that  in  the  absence 
of  John  Donovan,  Sr.  that  Mr.  Donovan  requested  her  to  convey  his  thanks  to 
Commissioner  Arrigal  for  his  assistance  in  making  connections  to  enumerate 
Charles  River  Park.

Commissioner  Killilea  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  payrolls  as  presented. 
Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Arrigal  and  accepted. 

Rina  Cutler  Presented  all  with  the  final  drafting  of  the  O.L  wording 
which  has  been  approved  by  the  law  department  and  is  currently  in  the 
process  of  being  translated  in  Spanish. 

Further  issued  copies  to  all  present  of  returns  to  the  Rent  Equity  Board 
signed  under  perjury  by  owner/manager  listing  residents  at  various  Rent 
Board  controlled  buildings  within  the  City  .  Since  these  are  legal 
documents,  Rina  ask  that  all  review  and  try  to  come  up  with  some  ideas 
as  to  how  we  can  best  use  this  data  in  the  listing  process. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that  a  meeting  with  managers  will  take  place 
Tuesday  coming  in  the  Board  room  at  9:30  A.M.  This  meeting  is  scheduled  to 
attempt  to  determine  what  directions  will  take  place  next  in  the  Listing 
process  (  best  way  to  enter  phase  11  with  monies  available). 

Further  stated  that  the  translation  of  the  O.L.  letter  has  been  completed 
in  Spanish. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  the  letter  we  sent  in  the  envelope  with 
the  listing  form  was  a  disgrace.  Sending  something  out  by  this  department 
with  70  errors  (  one  sided  letter  )  is  unacceptable  and  finds  this  to  be 
an  embarrassment. 

Commissioner  Killilea  will  come  up  with  several  names  of  people  who  are 
professional  translators  and  bring  up  this  situation  again  at  the  next 
Board  meeting. 

Much  discussion  took  place  regarding  pro’s  and  con’s  on  the  approximately 
16,000  envelopes  that  were  returned  as  undeliverable.  Much  opinion  on  this 
matter  was  aired. 

Rina  stated  that  Phase  11  of  the  Listing  will  concentrate  on  locating 
voters .

Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that  John  Donovan,  Sr.  did  a  sample  of  returns 
a  couple  of  weeks  ago  and  in  all  categories  50%  sampled  were  found  as  being 
there . 

Stated  that  at  Tuesdays  Meeting,  hopefully,  John  Donovan,  Sr.,  will  have 
numbers  of  questionaire  returned  and  also  number  of  multiples  returned. 

Rina  stated  that  she  is  hopeful  that  we  will  not  have  to  devise  a  PLAN  C 
which  was  never  given  any  consideration. 

George  Cuhsman  stated  that  past  practice  the  key  punchers  have  been  accustomed 
to  uniform  procedures  in  the  key  punch  process.  This  year’s  process  is  far 
from  being  uniform. 

Again,  as  George  has  stated  in  the  past  the  finished  product  of  the  listing, 
is,  ”  One  will  get  the  type  of  Listing  one  pays  for.” 

Vinny  Cawley  stated  that  his  team  should  be  finished  in  Ward  21  by  mid 
April. 

Further  stated  that  he  can  obtain  an  old  school  bus  van,  which  needs 
a  new  transmission  and  would  cost  $700.00.  Said  they  will  need  an 
additional  vehicle  for  the  upcoming  elections. 

Commissioner  Killilea  motioned  the  Board  to  take  this  request  under 
advisement.  Seconded  and  accepted.

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD:  Stated  that  on  Monday  May  10,  1993  at  4:00  P.M.  there  will  be 
a  hearing  on  "  Door  to  Door  Registration." 

COMMISSIONER  KILLILEA:  Stated  that  prior  to  this  meeting  he  accepted  a  report  from 
each  manager  as  to  where  they  stand  as  of  this  date  in  the  listing  process.  Also  he: 

1. )  Instructed  managers  to  inform  all  $7.00  per  hour  enumerators  they  are  to  be 

terminated  by  the  close  of  business  on  Tuesday,  May  11,  1993. 

2. )  Listing  report  received  is  to  be  reviewed. 

3. )  O.L.  Cards  are  to  be  mailed  in  June. 

COMMI S S IONER  SHEPPARD :  Motioned  the  Board  to  accept  the  minutes  for  the  weeks  of 
April  16th  and  April  23rd,  1993.  Motion  seconded  and  accepted. 

Vinnie  Cawley:  Stated,  as  he  had  previously,  that  he  will  require  all  warehouse  staff 
currently  assigned  to  listing,  to  return  to  work  at  the  warehouse  by  June  1,  1993. 

Jack  McElligott:  Stated  he  has  been  invited  by  Sargent  Dacey  to  appear  at  the  office 
of  the  District  Attorney  to  answer  questions  and  to  give  his  ideas  on  the  Listing 
Contract  to  "Select  Direct  Marketing."  Mr.  McElligott  stated  that  he  would  like  his 
attorney  to  be  paid  for  this  service  and  is  requesting  that  the  Board  consider  funds 
for  this  purpose.  He  further  stated  that  the  Law  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
has  refused  him  legal  counsel. 

John  Donovan  Jr.  Presented  several  voter  registration  requests  all  under  (51-42B) , 
except  for  one  request  from  Councillor  Menino  (under  51-26)  scheduled  for  June. 
Commissioner  Sheppard  motioned  the  Board  to  accept  these  proposed  voter  registration 
requests  as  presented  by  John  Donovan  Jr.  Motion  was  seconded  and  accepted. 

COMMISSIONER  SHEPPARD:  Informed  Board  that  he  has  been  requested  by  Commissioner 
Fontanez  to  work  with  John  Donovan  Jr. ,  on  Voter  Registration  at  the  upcoming 
"Kite  Festival." 


John  Donovan  Jr. :  Requested  again  from  the  Board  guidelines/directions  for  the 
swearing  in  of  deputy  registrars.  He  asked  it  this  would  be  a  yearly  process,  roll  over 
or  whatever?  He  needs  guidelines  in  writing.  If  this  process  is  to  continue  he  will 
need  an  assistant  to  help  him  with  the  heavy  load  of  requests.

We  have  begun  to  prepare 
for  two  major  elections  this  year  and  feels  that  this  O.L  situation  could  cause 
major  problems  on  election  days.  Filling  of  certificates  could  cause  major  delays. 

In  some  Wards  we  have  more  people  who  voted  in  November  1992  than  the  number  of 
people  currently  on  the  Voting  List. 

Commissiner  Fontanez  stated  that  we  did  comply  with  the  law. 

Mr.  Cushman  stated  that  no  one  is  questioning  the  legal  aspect  of  the  O.L's,  however, 
whether  or  not  we  complied  with  the  law  is  not  the  issue.  When  Wardens  start  calling 
on  Election  Day  crying  that  the  lines  for  certificates  are  down  the  Street  and  they 
cannot  keep  up.  This  is  the  situation  we  must  make  every  effort  to  avoid. 

Another  question  was  presented  by  John  Donovan,  Jr.  regarding  signature  of  voters 
who  sign  nomination  petitions  and  appear  only  on  OL —  is  looking  for  immediate 
guidelines  as  to  what  stage  do  we  go  to  OL’s  for  signatures.  After  some  Conflicting 
discussion  on  this  matter  Commissioner  Killilea  will  review  with  the  law  department 

I  the  GRIP  agreement  and  get  back  to  John  Donovan,  Jr.  as  soon  as  possible. 

On  the  OL  issue  it  is  George  Cushman’s  feeling  that  we  should  do  something  drastic 
by  mid-August  or  we  will  make  the  newpaper  again. 

His  recommendation  is  to  go  door  to  door  again  by  either  summer  interns,  police 
or  whoever.  Further  stated  that  during  our  original  attempt  to  go  door  to  door 
we  totally  missed  50  precincts. 


Commissioner  Fontanez  responded  that  she  is  in  agreement  with  Mr.  Cushman,  however, 
wants  it  reflected  that  this  department  did  what  it  was  suppose  to  do.  Further 
agrees  that  if  it  didn't  work  that  we  should  take  steps  to  rectify  voting  list: 

1.  Get  number^ from  John  Donovan,  JR. 

2.  Look  at  the  possibility  of  summer  help  for  door  to  door  or  other  resources. 

3.  LooX,  where  numbers  are  outstanding  and  possibly  add  additional  help. 

George  Cushman  further  stated  that  on  the  mail  not  delivered  for  one  reason  or 
another....  how  can  we  justify  that  if  a  voter  did  not  receive  his/her  census 
form  in  the  mail.,  how  can  we  take  them  off  the  voting  list  on  the  grouhd  of  no 
response  when  form  was  never  received. 

Full  Board  acknowledged  that  this  OL  situation  could  be  a  problem  and  requested 
that  George  Cushman  to  follow-up  and  present  recommendation  at  next  meeting.

George  Cushman,  Vinny  Cawley,  John  Donavan,  Sr.,  Marty  Kain,  Marie  Boudreau 

GEORGE  CUSHMAN-  Gave  report  on  last  phase  of  listing  which  is  still  ongoing. 
Final  hour  for  this  phase  will  be  Friday,  September  17,  1993  at  5:00P.M. 

Work  will  be  brought  into  office  after  5:00p.m.  for  John  Donavan,  Sr.  to 
place  into  system.  Official  numbers  will  be  released  after  this  procedure 
and  completion  of  duplication  delete  program  will  occur. 

VINNY  CAWLEY-  stated  that  warehouse  staff  finished  programming  machines  today. 
All  that's  left  is  telephone  checks,  raising  machines  and  furniture. 

Walsh  Movers  are  moving  machines  and  wants  the  records  to  read  this: 

a.  Trucks  have  no  safety  gates 

b.  Workers  are  from  C.  Walsh  Movers 

c.  Trucks  are  registered  to  "Record  Keeper" 

d.  No  communication  System  (2-way  radios)  as  specified  in  contract 

Commissioner  Killilea-  stated  that  Bob  Walsh  was  in  on  Monday  and  informed  us 
that  you(Cawley)  had  instructed  him  that  after  the  trucks  were  loaded  that  they 
had  to  be  left  at  Frontage  Road  overnight  or  over  the  weekend  until  ready  to 
be  delivered.

As  of  8:00A.M.  this  morning  2,149  are  processed.  We  brought  down  the  lines 
for  phones  on  the  floor.  We  are  missing  ten  lines . (Telephone  co .  informed) 

There  may  be  a  problem  with  phones  in  Public  Schools.  M.I.S.  has  informed  us 
that  they  will  do  everything  in  their  power  to  avoid  any  problems,  however, 

Monday,  Spetember  20,  1993,  they  cannot  say  yet  if  phones  will  be  available. 

This  involves  60  schools  and  approximately  90  precincts.  The  Board  requested 
John  Cushman  updates  the  Chairperson  on  this  issue  daily. 

The  Board  reviewed  a  number  of  applications  for  Absentee  Ballots  that  were 
brought  in  by  a  member  of  the  Brett  Campaign , some  had  been  dated  quite  some 
time  ago.

Commissioner  Fontanez  responded  that  this  request  was  verbal  so  it  would  not 
reflect  in  the  minutes. 

Steve  Clark  -  City  Attorney  present  added  that  this  is  public  record,  however, 
recommended  that  someone  supervise  this  process  at  all  times  to  assure  that  no 
document  is  altered  or  changed  in  any  matter. 

Steve  Clark  proceeded  to  introduce  Donald  Caiazza  (  tel.  #  4021  )  Attorney 
Caiazza  is  the  new  attorney  for  this  department. 

Commissioner  Arrigal  &  Killilea  along  with  all  present  welcomed  Attorney  Caiazza 
and  also  thanked  Mr.  Clark  for  the  excellent  service  he  provided  the  Election 
Department  over  the  years. 
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John  Donovan,  Sr.  requested  that  Executive  Secretary  Jack  McElligott  give 
report  on  Petitions.  Mr.  McElligott  stated  that  all  were  complete,  however, 
his  understanding  is  more  are  coming  down  today. 

Deadline  for  certification  of  Initiative  Petitions  is  November  29,  1993.  These 
petitions  have  been  on  the  streets  since  September  15,  1993. 

Mr.  McElligott  is  attempting  to  get  in  as  many  petitions  as  possible  in  this 
office  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  avoid  working  Thanksgiving. 

George  Cushman  stated  that  Listing  Board,  Law  Department  and  Police  Commissioner 
must  meet.

Jack  McElligott  stated  that  he  will  be  glad  to  design  a  card. 

Commissioner  Fontanez  stated  that  she  hopes  to  meet  by  the  end  of  October. 

Jack  feels  that  this  date  will  be  too  tight. 

John  Donovan,  Sr.  stated  that  this  Commission  should  do  everything  to  show  that 
we  will  do  an  excellent  job.  Agrees  that  we  should  move  to  meet  with  Police 
Commissioner  Bratton  and  also  that  we  will  need  more  police  help.

We  should  not  be  using  Election  monies  for  Listing  nor  should 
we  have  $7  staff,  we  shoud  have  Provisional  Appointments  we  are  in  violation  of 
the  law.  Commissioner  Fontanez  responded  that  this  has  been  an  ongoing  situation 
for  years. 

John  Cushman  read  a  request  from  the  Jewish  Rehabilitation  Center  requesting 
that  we  conduct  election  there  on  Thursday,  October  28. 

Commissioner  Killilea  stated  that  we  should  have  this  election  on  Friday,  October 
29,  1993  unless  this  day  is  a  Jewish  Holiday.  This  day  will  be  better  for  all 
concerned . 

Board  designated  October  29,  1993  for  election  at  this  facility. 

Commissioner  Arrigal  ask  John  Cushman  what  progress  he  was  making  on  the  telephones  - 
John  answered  none.

Mrs.  White  informed  all  that  on  the  previous  day  Thursday,  October  7  at 
8  A.M.  she  was  asked  to  supervise  the  absentee  section  and  proceeded  to  report 
that  on  this  day  the  absentee  section  had  stuffed  and  mailed  out  1,756.

These 
proposed  meetings  ,  hopefully,  will  assist  the  Listing  Board  in  coming  up 
with  a  decision  in  how  we  will  get  the  1994  Annual  Listing  working. 

Motion  seconded  by  Commissioner  Killilea  and  accepted. 

Jack  McElligott  and  John  Donovan,  Sr.  both  agreed  that  all  is  in  place 
within  the  Election  Department  to  commence  the  Listing. 

Mr.  McElligott  also  displayed  maps  obtained  from  the  Office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.  These  maps  show  that  VDT  lines  do  not  conform  with  our  precinct 
lines . 

Jack  suggest  that  we  adjust  our  precinct  lines  and  that  we  do  so  prior  to 
February  15,  1994  when  papers  come  out. 

Commissioner  Killilea  proposed  that  we  have  John  &  George  Cushman  and  Marty 
Kain  review  these  maps  and  bring  back  recommendations  to  the  Board.

Subject:  Procedures  for  the  Annual  Listing  of  Residents  —  1994  (Door  to  Door  Ennacratlon) 


The  Annual  Listing  of  Residents  to  be  conducted  in  three  (3)  phases; 

(phase  I  &  II  Listing  multiple  dwellings,  phase  III  -  enumeration 
door  to  door  ) . 

PHASE  I  -  Contacting  colleges  (dormitories),  Boston  Housing  Authority, 
large  nursing  homes,  collecting  information  (lists)  of  current  resident. 

PHASE  I  -  utilizes  Election  department  personnel.  Contacts  are  made  by 
phone  and  lists  are  either  mailed  or  picked  up.  Phase  I  is  now  being 
conducted.  There  is  no  overtime  required  in  this  phase. 

PHASE  II  -  Multiple  listings  (  large  complexes).  Contacts  are  made 
usually  by  units  or  phone  to  large  multiple  unit  complexes  in  the 
twenty-two  Wards,  collecting  lists  of  current  residents. 

PHASE  II  utilizes  election  department  personnel  in  various  wards  of  the 
City  contacting  owners  or  management  companies,  obtaining,  editing  and 
finalizing  lists  of  residents.  One  of  the  difficulties  of  this  method 
is  the  frequent  change  of  owners  or  management  companies.  This  procedure 
is  to  begin  January  24,  1994.  No  overtime  is  required  in  this  phase,  however, 
assignment  of  Police  Officers  must  be  considered. 

PHASE  III  -  This  Phase  utilizes  Election  department  personnel,  Police 
Officers,  Traffic  Supervisors  and  Listing  personnel. 

PHASE  III  is  a  door  to  door  unumeration  of  approximately  224,752  dwellings. 
This  phase  is  conducted  from  (10)  ten  police  divisions  by  election 
department  personnel,  police,  traffic  supervisors  and  listing  officers. 

In  order  to  reach  a  budgetary  figure  for  the  Annual  Listing,  consideration 
must  be  given  to  the  following  factors.

The  average  resident  on  the  Annual  Listing  is  468,981. 

The  estimates  residents  on  the  current  list  is  390,000. 

The  projected  1994  resident  listing  is  425,000  (  projections  based 
on  normal  increase  after  periodic  experiments  of  9Z) . 

If  we  were  to  use  an  accepted  figure  of  one  (1)  dollar  per  name  our 
estimated  figure  would  be  $425,100.  We  are  budgeted  at  $198,000.

The  Boston  Listing  Board,  meeting  pursuant  to  its  statutory  authority,  hereby 
adopts  the  following  plan  to  create  the  1994  list  of  residents  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

VOTED:  To  the  extent  possible,  subject  to  appropriation,  the  Board  directs  a 
diligent  inquiry  be  made  to  create  a  true  list  containing,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  the 
name,  date  of  birth,  occupation,  nationality  if  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  residential 
address,  and  mailing  address,  if  different,  on  January  1,  1994,  of  every  person  seventeen 
years  of  age  or  older  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  an  accurate  listing  in  1994  can  be  made  using  a 
combination  of  mailing,  street  canvassing,  and  multiple  listing  techniques. 

The  Board  appoints  Mr.  Michael  J.  Kineavy  as  coordinator  of  the  1994  listing,  for 
the  time  being.  The  Board  authorizes  the  Chair,  in  his  discretion,  to  appoint  such  other 
coordinator  as  may  be  required  in  the  event  Air.  Kineavy  can  no  longer  serve.  The  Mayor 
has  directed  the  following  departments  of  the  City  to  provide  all  needed  support  and 
services  to  create  the  1994  listing:  Management  Information  Services,  the  Police 
Department,  the  Election  Department,  the  Administrative  Services  Department,  and  the 
Budget  Department. 

The  Board  directs  that  a  mailing  be  prepared  and  sent  in  February,  1994  to  all 
registered  voters  on  the  1993  voters  list  and  to  all  residents  of  the  City  who  will  not  be  listed 
through  the  multiple  listing  process,  all  pursuant  to  G.L.c.51,  §4.  Other  mailings  may  be 
made  as  time  and  resources  permit  to  assist  the  completion  of  the  1994  Listing. 

Returns  and  non-returns  from  the  February  mailing  shall  be  sorted  expeditiously. 
Data  received  as  a  result  of  the  February  mailing  shall  be  entered  as  soon  as  possible  after  it 
is  received.  The  reasons  for  all  undeliverable  mail  shall  be  investigated  as  part  of  a  street 
canvass  effort. 

The  Board  directs  that  the  listing  of  residents  in  apartment  buildings  and  other 
buildings  with  more  than  eight  residential  units  be  accomplished  pursuant  to  the  multiple 
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listing  procedures  set  forth  in  G.L.c.51,  §10A.  Mr.  John  Donovan,  Jr.,  is  appointed  to 
coordinate  the  multiple  listing  effort,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board's  appointed 
coordinator. 

The  Board  directs  that  a  street  canvass  be  planned  and  executed  so  that  all  voters 
and  residents  who  do  not  respond  to  the  February  mailing  may  be  found  and  listed.  Such 
canvass  shall,  to  the  extent  possible,  record  all  data  as  may  be  needed  or  desirable  to  update 
existing  mailing  lists,  to  the  end  that  future  listings  of  residents,  including  the  1995  list  of 
residents,  may  be  accomplished  in  a  cost-effective  and  efficient  manner. 

The  Board  directs  that  all  street  canvass  and  multiple  listing  results  be  recorded  on  a 
daily  basis  to  the  extent  possible.  The  completed  1994  Listing  shall  be  finished  no  later  than 
June  1, 1994. 

In  accomplishing  the  1994  Listing,  the  Board  directs  that,  to  the  extent  feasible, 
community  based  organizations  be  invited  to  enter  into  appropriate  contracts  with  the  City 
of  Boston  so  that  persons  familiar  with  specific  areas  of  the  City  may  be  employed  to  assist 
in  the  street  canvass  and/or  multiple  listing  procedures  to  be  followed  in  the  1994  Listing. 

The  Board  directs  that  a  progress  report  concerning  the  operation  of  the  1994 
Listing  be  prepared  and  submitted  to  it  on  or  about  April  1,  1994,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
the  Board  may  direct. 

The  Board  directs  that  the  foregoing  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  this  meeting.

This  is  in  response  to  your  letter  to  me  dated  January  25, 

1994. 


I  was  pleased  to  be  able  to  meet  with  you  and  Judy  Yogman 
to  apprise  you  both  of  the  steps  the  City  of  Boston  had  already  taken, 
and  was,  as  of  January  25,  still  considering,  to  make  a  list  of 
residents  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  1994  pursuant  to  G.L.c.51,  §4.  The 
list  of  residents  is  then  submitted  to  the  Jury  Commissioner  each 
year  pursuant  to  G.L.C.234A. 

As  you  know,  the  City's  position  in  this  matter  is  that  it  has 
complied  fully  with  all  relevant  law  with  respect  to  the  creation  of 
the  1993  List,  and  that  it  is  currently  in  compliance  with  the  law  with 
respect  to  the  creation  of  the  1994  List. 

You  seem  to  imply  that  the  City  has  delayed  the 
commencement  of  the  1994  listing  process,  however.  I  certainly  did 
not  intend  to  leave  that  impression  with  you.  The  fact  of  the  matter 
is  that  the  1994  listing  process  has  begun.  For  example,  I  have  been 
informed  that  the  multiple-listing  process  started  before  our  January 
25  meeting. 

I  indicated  at  our  meeting  that  I  thought  it  would  be  possible 
to  communicate  to  you  on  February  2,  1994  the  means  and  methods 
the  City  is  using  to  make  the  1994  Residents  List.  But,  I  also  said 
then  that  I  might  not  in  fact  be  able  to  do  so  until  February  4,  1994. 
That  was  because  at  the  time  of  our  January  25,  1994  meeting  I  did 
not  know  the  date  on  which  the  Boston  Listing  Board  would  meet. 
As  I  am  sure  you  are  aware,  in  Boston,  the  Boston  Listing  Board  is 
the  statutory  body  charged  with  executing  the  compilation  of  the 
annual  list  of  residents. 
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The  Boston  Listing  Board  convened  in  open  meeting  today. 
By  vote  it  determined  to  conduct  the  listing  of  residents  in  the  City 
by  means  of  both  mailing  and  follow-up  street  canvass.  At  an  early 
time,  I  will  forward  to  you  the  recorded  vote  of  that  meeting,  as  it  is 
a  public  record. 

You  refer  in  your  letter  to  the  fact  that  the  Commonwealth 
served  its  First  Set  Of  Interrogatories  on  the  "city”  on  November  15, 
1993,  and  that  the  city  has  not  responded.  This  morning  we  spoke 
again  of  that  matter.  As  you  know,  because  of  the  detailed  nature  of 
the  information  sought  in  those  interrogatories,  and  because,  as  of 
November  15,  1993,  much  of  the  information  which  you  sought  was 
not  only  unknown,  but  unknowable,  no  response  was  possible.  I  will 
provide  answers  to  the  interrogatories  within  thirty  days.  If  it  is 
possible  to  do  so  earlier,  I  will. 

I  am  mindful  as  well  that  we  have  discussed  settlement  of  this 
case  from  time  to  time.  The  City  believes  that  an  immediate 
settlement  of  this  case  is  not  only  possible,  but  desirable,  and 
manifestly  in  the  public  interest. 

It  is  the  stated  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  submit  a  jury 
list  in  1994  and  beyond  that  not  only  meets  minimum  requirements, 
but  in  fact  is  as  accurate  and  representative  of  Boston's  population  as 
may  be.  As  such,  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  City 
appear  to  be  identical  and  a  settlement  ought  to  be  attainable. 

However,  given  the  fact  that  we  will  have  a  status  conference 
concerning  this  case  on  Monday,  February  7,  1994,  and  given  the 
fact  that  settlement  can  be  reached  at  any  time,  I  think  it  best  to  defer 
sending  you  any  concrete  settlement  proposal  at  this  time.

Dear  Steve: 

This  is  to  follow  up  on  our  meeting  yesterday  concerning 
the  above  action,  wherein  you  described  in  general  terms  a 
proposed  methodology  by  which  the  City  will  prepare  the 
residents  list  required  by  G.L.  c.  234A,  §  10,  for  submission 
to  the  Jury  Commissioner  in  1994.  You  indicated  that  the 
methodology  has  not  yet  received  the  necessary  approvals 
within  City  Hall,  but  discussed  it  with  us  nonetheless  as  a 
possible  basis  for  out-of-court  resolution  of  this  action. 

You  advised  that  you  will  present  the  methodology  to  us  in 
writing  by  February  2,  1994. 

As  you  know,  the  City's  obligation  to  prepare  a  residents 
list  in  the  current  year  for  timely  submission  to  the  Jury 
Commissioner  in  accordance  with  G.L.  c.  234A  exists  regardless 
of  whether  the  parties  are  able  to  settle  this  action.  This 
obligation  will  not  be  fulfilled  if  the  City  unduly  delays  its 
initial  mailing,  or  any  later  step,  in  the  resident  listing 
process.  We  were  concerned  to  learn  today  that,  by  your 
estimate,  the  City  is  not  likely  to  do  the  initial  mailing 
until  late  February,  despite  your  previously  having  advised  me 
this  would  occur  in  approximately  the  end  of  January  or 
beginning  of  February. 

Although  it  goes  without  saying,  the  City  must  proceed 
with  the  resident  listing  process  in  accordance  with  the 
timelines  set  forth  in  G.L.  c.  234A,  regardless  of  our 
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settlement  discussions.  The  City  cannot  wait  to  see  whether 
this  action  is  resolved  out  of  court  before  beginning  its 
listing  process  in  earnest.  At  the  same  time,  we  will 
promptly  review  and  respond  to  any  settlement  proposal  that 
the  City  makes,  so  that  the  parties  might  determine,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  whether  this  action  can  be  settled. 

In  the  meantime,  unless  and  until  a  settlement  is  reached, 
we  must  continue  to  prepare  to  litigate  this  action  in  case 
our  settlement  efforts  ultimately  prove  unsuccessful.  On 
November  15,  1993,  the  Commonwealth  served  its  First  Set  of 
Interrogatories  on  the  defendants,  limited  to  questions 
concerning  what  the  City  will  do  this  year  to  prepare  the 
residents  list  under  G.L.  c.  234A.  We  expect  that  the 
defendants  will  serve  their  answers,  which  are  past  due,  as 


upon  which  the  City  will  also  provide  its  resident  listing 
methodology .
